joint statehood for the two territories,—contemplating all tin s, one 
woald naturally regret the dissolution of the big union. 
Some of the feeling is directed against President S. O. Ha we*. 
It is reported this week that he has resigned. 
The vice president, 
J. P. Connors of Canadian, I.T ., will succeed to his duties

to be hoped that this may help to heal the wound, and that there 
may be finally effected an amicable adjustm ent of all differences 
Mr. Connors is a man of character and of rare executive ability, and 
enjoys the highest esteem of the people of this territory. 
He knows
